MEXICO CITY, Feb. 23.—President Huerta to-day gave out the follow- 
ing statement on the killing of Francisco 1. Madero and Jose Pino Suarez: 

‘1 called together the Cabinet to report that Madero and Pino Suarez, 
who had been detained at the palace at the disposition of the War Depart- 
ment, were taken to the penitentiary in accordance with a previous decision, 
as the result of which that establishment was placed yesterday afternoon 
under the charge ofan army officer for Hs better security. 

“When the automobiles had traversed about two-thirds of the way 
to the penitentiary, however, they were attacked by an armed group and the 


escort descended from the machines to offer resistance. Suddenly the 
group grew larger and the prisoners tried to escape. 
*“An exchange of shots then took place ir which two of the attacking 
| party were killed and two wounded. Both prisoners were killed. The auto- 
|} mobiles were badly damaged. 


““The President andjhis Cabinet have resolved that the affair shall be 
consigned to the military judicial authorities having to do with the attempts 
against military prisoners, such as were Madéro and Pino Suarez, so that 
they may make a strict investigation with the direct intervention of the 
Military Prosecutor General. 

‘*The Minister of Justice has asked th:t when these investigations are 
over—the case being of so exceptional a character—that the Prosecutor 
General of the republic make a further investigation. 

‘The Covernment deplores the event, and, wishing io attend to 
the necessities of the public welfare, had asked the Minister of Justice to 
formulate a plan of legal action tinst the prisoners for their severs] re- 
sponsibilities, at the same time making an effort to have some of the friends 
of Madero assist in the solution of this difficult and dangerous question. 

‘Filled with the desire guarantee itself as well as the prisoners, 
the Government had appointed Col. Luis Vallestores director of the peni- 
tentiary, and had given him strict instructions to provide for any con- 
tingency. 

“The Government promises that society shall be fuliy satisfied as to 
the facts in the case. The commanders of the escort are now under arrest, 
and the facts above recorded have been ascertained so as to clear up this 
unhappy event, however incomprehensible it may be under the present sad

Wickersham Sees in Killing No Cause 
for Change of Policy.

They became fast 
friends at their first meeting. 

During the hardest battles of the Ma- 
dero revolution Suarez was constantly in 
touch with the unfortunate leader. As 
soon as Diaz resigned, Madero brought 
pressure to bear which resulted in Suarez 


being elected Governor of Yucatan, from 
which office he was elevated to the Vice 
Presidency.

Sweeney Has Time to Think It Over.

Mr. Greet thought the acting was so 
goud that he couldn’t tell the amateurs 
from the professionals, and he hoped if 
there should ever be a woman's National 
Theatre, as was proposed, they would 
run Lyistrata. He did not even criticise 
young Iolaus, who led the dancers in the 


play, looking like a young Bacchus in 
an unecommoaly scanty costume. Mrs. 
Stanton Blatch, the union’s President, 


was pleased at this, and commented upon 


‘‘ We should have had to draw the line 
at having our dancer criticised,’’ she said.

Managere of the various metropolitan 
race tracks are expected to hold a mect- 
ing some time this week to decide 
whether the recent decision of the Ap- 
pellate Division in the Paul Shane book- 
making case opens the way to arrange 
race meetings for this year.

The interpretation of the law as it ap- 
plies to the Shane decision has been sub- 
mitted to the legal advisers of the tracks 
and the result of the conference will de- 
pend upon the views of the. lawyers. 
These are expected this week and a meet- 
ing will determine the stand to be taken} 
by the track managers. 

With the Directors’ Liability law nulli- 
fied. track managers feel that the real 
bar to racing has been removed, and a 
favorable opinion is expected from the 
lawyers. In this event meets will be 
scheduled by the Westchester Racing As- 
sociation at Belmont Park, Brooklyn 
Jockey Club at Gravesend, Coney Island 
Jockey Club at Sheepshead Bay, Metro- 
politan Jockey Club at Jamaica, Queen's 
County Jockey Club at Aqueduct, Em- 
pire City Racing Association at Yonkers, 
and the Sarataga Association at Saratoga 
Springs. It is doubtful whether’ the 
Srighton Beach Racing Association 
would go to the expense of putting the | 
track at Brighton Beach in shape for a 
meeting. | 

John J. Graham, who argued the Shane 
appeal before the Appellate Division, be- 
lieves that racing can be resumed with- 
out any fear of prosecution to the direc- 
tors of the racing associations, and 
points to the successful meeting last Fall 
under the auspices of the United Hunts 
Association and Piping Rock Club as 
evidence of the popularity of the sport, 
In discussing the Paul Shane ¢ase and 
ae for the sport yesterday, he 
said: 

“Wile the decision of the Shane case | 
Was very gratifying to me, my only in- 
terest was to have my client's discharge | 
from custody affirmed by the Appellate 
Division. After Shane had_ been ar- 
raigned before Judge Gittins he retained 
me to defend him, and as soon as 1} 
finished my investigations I was of the| 
opinign that the facts alleged did not| 
constitute a crime. I at once obtained a 
writ of habeas corpus. Justice Scudder, | 
after a very careful examination of the 
matter, directed Shane’s discharge from 
custody, writing a long opinion, including 
all the leading opinions in this State on 
the subject of bookmaking. The unani-} 
mous affirmance by the Appellate Di- 
vision of Justice Scudder’s decision 
Snows that his action in granting the} 
writ was correct. 

“Whether any appeal will be taken to 
the Court of Appeals is a question T can- 
not answer at the present time. That is 
for Mr. Wysong, the District Attorney of 
Nassau County, to decide. He has} 
fought the case hard before Justice Scud- 
der, and again in the Appellate Division. 
An extremely able argument was present- | 
ed for the prosecution, both by the Dis- 
trict Attorney and his assistant, Mr. Mc- 
Carthy. 

“In view of the fact that the matter was | 
decided below by Justice Seudder and) 
now has been wnanimously affirmed by 
tne Appellate Division without written 
opinion, I would not be surprised if no 
further appeal were taken. 

“What effect this decision will have 
on the future of racing wu question | 
don’t feel capable of discussing. The only 
interest which I represented in this case 
was that of Paul Shane. Even without 
this decision, I would not have been sur- 
prised to have seen some of the largest 
tracks holding meetings this Spring, The 
great success which attended the amu- 
teur meetings last year shows conclu- 
sively that there is a strong demand for 
high-class sport, even though betting is} 
absolutely prohibited, as was done at 
these meetings.”’

It is true that $50,000,000 
more will be appropriated for State high- 
ways, but the engineering organization 
in this department is also. probably near- 
ly complete as the work has been under 
Outside the 
Panama Canal 
is nearing completion and that the en- 
gineers who have been employed there 
are being gradually released. 

With experienced engineers becoming 
available from the Catskill Water Sys- 
tem, the Barge Canal. and the Panama 
Canal in considerable numbers and with 
no works of equal magnitude projected, 
it would appear that the average be- 
ginner in engineering work for the next 
few years will find competition too keen 
for any but slow advancement. 

Owing to the stupendous engineering 
projects like the Panama Canal, the 
Catskill Water System, the Barge Canal, 
the subways and the State highways, the 
irrigation projects in the West, and the 
enormous extensions and improvements 
made by the railway systems, the con- 
ditions of the past ten years have been 
extremely favorable for rapid advance- 
ment and good salaries in engineering 
lines. Technical graduates have been 
snatched up on graduation and in many 
cases have received excellent salaries 
from the start. These conditions have 
naturally induced many

The Colombian 
people, however, did not like the name of 
the Yankee railroad builder, and Aspin- 
wall was changed by law to Colon. Few 
now even know that is was called Aspin-

BILL TO CONTROL COCAINE, 


Measure in the 0 Achembly Favored by 
Dr. Bensel. 


Assemblyman James ©. Campbell will 
introduce in the Assembly to-day a bill 
drawn by Dr. Walter Bensel of the Health 
HDepartment to regulate the sale of co- 
caine. The measure provides that every 
manufacturer of cocaine or druggist who 
disposes of it must mark it ‘‘ Poison ”’ in 
large letters, and must keep a record 
showing to whom each sale was made. 

In case cocaine is found in the posses- 
sion of any person other than a regularly 
practicing physician, dentist, or veterinar- 
jan, the mere fact of possession is to be 
held as presumptive evidence of intent ta 
sell in evosion of the law. To prevent 
persons having a license to practise den- 
tistry or medicine from becoming cocaine 
merchants, a clause has been inserted 
making it unlawful for them to have more 
than two drachms of eocaine on hand at 


any one time. Violation of the proposed 
law will Canstitute a felony which may 
be punished by a year’s imprisonment and 
a fine of $1,009.

Clinchfield Railway Approves 
Plans for Piers with Many 
Novel Mechanical Devices. 


WILL LOAD SHIPS BY BELTS | 


New Conveyors Will Do Away with 
Breakage and Fill a Ship In 
a Few Hours. 


The Directors of the Carolina, 


for the construction ef modern coal piers | 
at Charleston, S. C. 
started as soon as bids are passed on, and | | 
it is expected that coal will be shipped | 
from the piers by the end of the year. | 

The Clinchfield’s Charleston piers will be I} 
equipped with many new devices. The | 
plant is designed to eliminate breakage 
of coal in handling. To do this, conveyor 
belts will be used, and these will be so 
arranged that the coal will move almost | 
aS smoothly as a stream of water from 
the raijroad cars to the holds of the ves- 
sels. 

“At all of the railroad coal piers along 
the Atlantic where coal is loaded on ves- 
sels for export or coastwise movement, it 
is dumped from the railroad cars over a 
high trestle. In some cases the fall is 
sixty or eighty feet, and this crushes the 
coal so that foreign users, who have been 
accustomed to the Welsh lump coals, rebel 
at taking the American fine coal. 

What is more, the Clinchfield piers will 
load coal into vessels almost twice as fast 
as coal is now loaded at the other ports. 
A 6,000-ton steamer will be loaded in 
three hours. When the piers are all com- 
pleted four vessels may be loaded simul- 
taneously. To give an idea of what this 
sptcdy loading means, a 6,000 or 8,000 ton 
steamer can come to Charleston, take on 
a full cargo of coal, and sufficient bunker 
coal to make a trip to any port in the 
world, in less than half a day, Charles- 
ton is a natural and protected harbor, so 
that vessels are not affected by tide or 
fogs.

A. Thomas, the Welsh coal magnate, 
recently inspected the American 
fields and piers, marveled at the 
speed with which Americans load coal and 
dispatch ships.

With the opening of its coal piers at 
Charleston the Clinchfield company will 
be in a position to take advantage of the 
demand for American coal, owing to the 
openjng of the Panama Canal. Ships 
from the Gulf going to 12 urope will tind 
it to their advantage to put in at Charles- 
ton for bunker coal. They will thus 
avoid the trip to Norfolk aod the pogsi- 
bility of bad weather in passing Cape 
Hatteras: Charleston is some thirty to 
thirty-six hours, tramp steamer time, 
south ot Norfolk. 

he Carolina, Clinchfield 
runs from Dante, Va., where the Clinch- 
field interests have 300,000 acres of coal 
lands, to Spartanburg, S. C. A trackage 
agreement with the Southern Railway 
and Atlantic Coast Line Railway give it 
entrance to Charleston. An extension is | 
being built from Dante to Elkhorn, Ky., 
where a connection will be made with the

WHEN INCORPORATED 


President Mabon Shows Bill. at | 
Albany Gives Rights Not Now 


Exercised or Existing. 


DANGERS IN SUCH A SYSTEM 


Proposed Legislation Would Let the 
Exchange Borrow and Lend Money, 
Whlie Now It Can Do Neither. 


James B, Mabon, President of the New! 
York Stock Exchange, gave out a state- 
ment for the press yesterday criticising 
the proposed biil to incorporate the New, 
York Stock Exchange. He pointed out | 
that the bill conferred upon the Stock 
Exchange broad and dangerous powers, 
which it does not now exercise or attempt ! 
to exercise. By placing the Stock Ex- 
Change in the same class as a banking! 
corporation the proposed legislation, ac- 
cording to Mr. Mabon, seemingly con- 
templates that the Stock Exchange will 
borrow from banks in order to finance its 
members, Mr. Mabon said that ‘the 
@angers that would result from the ex- 
ercise of such powers and the abuses to 
which such exercise might be subject are 
patent to all.’ 

Another fault that Mr. Mabon finds in 
the bill is that it limits the power of the 
Governors to expel a member who has 
been guilty of fraudulent practices, and 
does not substitute any other method of 
enforcing discipline. (Mr. Mabon described 
as a “monstrous injustice’ the method 
by which the bill attempts to force in- 
corporation on the Stock Exchange, and 
said that it uses the criminal] law “for 
the purpose of coercing men to consent 
to do what the State cannot by direct: 
enactment require them to do.” His state- 
ment in fui follows: 


The proposed bill to incorporate the 
New York Steck Exchange has now 
assumed definite shape, and a measure 
has been drafted and submitted to the 
two houses of the Legislature which 
is designed to effect such incorporation. 
As the measure comes up for public 
hearing at Albany on Wednesday this 
would seem to be a proper time to 
explain the character of this proposed 
legislation. 

The draft of the bill reveals the fact 
that an: exchange, incorporated pur- 
Suant to its provisions, may borrow 
and re-loan money, and may loan to its 
members such of its funds as the Direc- 
tors deem prudent; it may establish 
branches for the convenient transaction 
of its business elsewhere than in the 

lace where the principal place of 

usiness is situated; it may provide for 

the safekeeping of earnest moneys, 
stocks, bonds, and other secyrities and 
valuable property; it is made subject 
to the modification, supervision and 
examination by the Superintendent of 
Banks in the same manner and to the 
game extent as a banking corporation, 
and must make an annual report to the 
Superitendent of Banks. 

But the New York Steck Exchange 
does not engage in the business of 
borrowing or loaning money; it never 
has occasion to borrow money, except 
for the construction of an Exchange 
building or other like purpose; it never 
loans money to its members, nor to 
anybody else; it has no occasion for 
branch offices; it has nothing to do 
with the seem ering of earnest moneys 
or securities. Its business affairs are 
confined to receiving the dues of 
members, the _rent of offices in its 
building and other like sources of in- 
come, and the expenditure of these 
moneys in the maintenance of its build- 
ing, the payment of its emploves and 
fn other similar ways, These are the 
onlv. matters that an’ examination by 
the Superintendent of Banks would 
disclose, or that an annual report 
would contain in respect to the New 
York Stock Exchange. 


Confers Extraordinary Powers. 


The proposed :bill would confer upon 
the Exchange very broad and very 
@angerous powers, which it does not 
now exercise or attempt to exercise, 
and which are totally unnecessary to 


the discharge of its functions. It would 
confer upon the Exchange general 
banking powers, and it seemingly con- 
templates that the Stock Exchange 
will borrow from the banks in order to 
finance its members. The dangers that 
would result from the exercise of such 
powers and the abuses to which such 
exercise might be subject are patent 
to all. 

The bill leaves the duty of prevent- 
{ng the abuse of the facilities of the 
Exchange exactly where it rests now, 
4. e., in the hands of its members, but i 
{nstead of leaving the Governors free, 
as they are to-day, to expel any mem- 
ber who has been guilty of fraud or 
fraudulent. practices or conduct con- 
trary to just and equitable principles of | 
trade, it limits their power effectually 
to perform this duty by requiring the 


its 


consent of a Superintendent of Banks 
to any by-law that they might adopt. 
The powers of discipline are thus very 
seriously impaired. 

Under the terms of this bill a mem- 
ber may be disciplined for violation of 
the rules, regulations, and by-laws of 
the corporation expressly set out in 
fits charter or adopted by the corpora- 
tion with the approval of the Superin- 
tendent of Banks, and the violation of 
an expressed by-law must be shown in | 
order to punish a member. Further- | 
more, in a case of insolvency the bill 
provides that a membership is to be | 
sold at public auction for the benefit 
of the. creditors—that is to say, the | 
Exchange is no longer to have control 
Over its membership, It is undoubtedly 
the intention of the bill that any one 
who buys a membership at public auc- 
tion would thereby become a.member 
of the Exchange. This we regard as 
improper. since no affirmative power 
{is created anywhere for the mainte- 
mance of a higher business standard, 
such as that now enforced by the Ex- 
change under its rules. The members 
of the Exchange or its governing body 
are left without assistance to accom- 
plish these purposes. The powers of 
the governing hody are impaired by 
limiting their enforcement of discipline, 
and they &re still further impaired by

Objections to Incorporation, 


The most important matter to be 
considered in this bill, however, is the 
method by which it is proposed to force 
incorporation upon the New York Stock 
Exchange 

The fact is recognized that the State 
has no power to require the members 
of the Exchange to become members 
of a corporation, or by an enactment 


to transfer their interest therein to a 
corporation. The difficulty that this 
fact presents is dealt with by provid- 
ing that a majority of the members 
of an unincorporated Exchange may, 
by accepting incorporation, bind the 
entire membership to such acceptance, 
and that thereupon the property of the 
poration shall be vested in the cor- 
poration formed under the act by ths 
majority} that on and after Sept. 1, 
it shall be a misdemeanor for any un- 
incorporated association to provide an 
exchange room for the use of its mem- 
bers, and makes it a misdemeanor for 
any member of such an organization 
to buy or sell securities in Its exchange 
room, or otherwise to make use of its 
facilities. 

In other words, the bill undertakes 
to authorize the majority of the mem- 
bers of an unincorporated association 
to dispose of its property regardless 
of the terms of the contract between 
the members, and to coerce the minor- 
ity into becoming members of a cor- 
poration under penalty .of being de- 
prived of their interest in the common 
property; it undertakes to coerce the 
majority into accepting incorporation 
by the simple method of declaring that 
the members of the association must 
either close their exchange, assent to 
incorporation or be treated as criminals. 

The legal aspects of this method of 
forcing incorporation pon an unincor- 
porated association are matters to be 
dealt with in briefs and legal argu- 
ments. The most striking thing about 
it is its monstrous injustice, its disre- 
gard of the contract right of minorities, 
and its use of the criminal law for the 
purpose of coercing men to consent to do 
what the State cannot by direct enact- 
ment require them to do, The purchase 
and sale of securities is a perfectly law- 
ful business. This bill recognizes it to 
be lawful and necessary, and does not 
attempt in any way to regulate it or to 
restrict the right to engage in it. Men 
may buy or sell in offices or on street 
corners, or anywhere they may happen 
to meet without restriction or supervis- 
ion. But if any number of them form 
an association and hire a common room 
in which to meet this bill makes them 
guilty of a crime. There is no principle 
or general policy in this. It is, on the 
contrary, a shocking perversion .of the 
criminal law. The criminal provisions 
of this bill have just one purpose—to 
coerce the New York Stock Exchange 
into accepting incorporation. It is safe 
to say that if that purpose should once 
be accomplished there would be no op- 
position to the repeal of the criminal 
provisions of the proposed acts. in 
other words, these criminal provisions 
have no relation to any supposed public 
injury resulting from the acts that are 
made criminal, but are coercive meas- 
ures, pure and simple, designed to ex- 
tort from the Stock Exchange its con- 
sent to incorporate. If the New York 
Legislature is wiling to adopt the prin- 
ciple upon which these bills have been 
framed it is difficult to predict the ulti- 
mate consequences. 

It may not be many years before the 
right of association for which men have 
Striven for generations will no longer 
exist in this country. 

Besides a committee from the Exchange, 
‘individual brokers, bankers, and down- 
town business men ge nerally talk of ap- 
pearing at the hearing at Albany in op- 
position to the incor e incorporation bill. 


NON-PARTISAN BENCH BILL. 


Progressive Measure Provides 
Free Choice of Judges. 

Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb, 23.—As a Progressive 
Party measure’ a bill providing for non- 
partisan nominations and elections of can- 
didates for the bench will be introduced 
in both houses to-morrow evening. The 
bill will provide for a non-partisan judi- 
cial primary and a separate column for 


judiciary candidates on the official bal- 
lot in the general election. 

Under this plan candidates for judiciary 
offices can be nominated by petition only. 
charac- 
voters, whether 


for 


ter of the nominotions, 
enrolled or not, will be entitled to sign 
such petitions. In the case of the desig- 
nation by petition for other offices, only 
enrolled voters can participate. The Mas- 
sachusetts form of ballot is provided for 
the judicial primaries, with a rotation of 
{names, so as not to give one candidate 
| any advantage over another. 

The two candidates receiving the high- 
jest and next highest number of votes” at 
‘the primaries will be the nominees. At 
the election the names of the candidates 
for judicial office as nominated at the 
‘non-partisan primaries are to be placed 
on the official ballot in a separate sec- 
tion, set off from the rest of the ballot 
,by a heavy black line and headed Judi- 
|cial Nominations. The Massachusetts bal- 
lot grouping again is to be used on the 
official ballot at election time for such 


nominees.

GOES TO DISSOLVE MERGER. 


Wickersham on nae to Approve Pa- 
cific Roads’ Separation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—George W. 
Wickersham, Attorney General, is on his 
way to St. Louis to give his approval to- 
morrow in the United States Circuit Court 
to the plan for dissolving the Union Pa- 
cific-Southern Pacific merger. The plan 
has been agreed to by Mr. Wickersham, 
the representatives of the railroads, and 
representatives of the underwriting firm 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. It is thought the 
court will not make any objection to the 
plan, details of..which have been pub- 
lished. 

The one real difficulty in obeying the 
mandate of the Supreme Court arose over 
the method of distributing 46 per cent.

road held by the Union Pacific. That dif- 
ficulty carried the case back to the Su- 
preme Court for another ruling.

While showing these advantages to the 
public the Dock Commissioner insists that 
another great advantage to the cominer- 
cial and manufacturing interests would 
result from cheaper fuel and raw ma- 
terials, due to more economic and more 
rapid handling of commodities in and out 
of the city.

Instead of giving a proper note at @ 
crossing, I have frequently observed that 
the motorist does not sound his signal at 
all, but often immediately begins to sound 
it aS soon as he passes one crossing on 
his way to a crossing a bloek beyond. 
Theoretically, he does this to give ample 
warning to the individual at the farther 
crossing. Practically, what he should do 
is to sound the note a quarter of a block 
from the cressing, which has a dua) effect: 
it causes the pedestrian who is about to 
step into the street to halt, and gives the 
pedestrian in the roadway ample time to 
get out of the way. For the six months
